Fowl for Dinner. 

An owl car on the “African Central,” 
the nickname given to the Manchester 
lines“ because of the number of negro 
employes of the Scullin-Gallagher Iron 
Works who ride on it, was bowling city- 
ward at 4:30 a. m. Just after passing 
King’s highway a chicken was seen by 
the motorman on the track. The fowl, 
which had ‘probably escaped from a 
farmer’s wagon, was sleepy and refused 
to get out of the way and the motorman 
stopped the car with a sudden jolt. 

The conductor went ahead to see what 
was the trouble. So did two or three of 
the colored passengers. The conductor 
left the car and approached the chicken 
cautiously, but before he grabbed it the 
fowl woke up, gave a squawk and dart- 
ed away. The conductor followed. So 
did the motorman and the negroes. 

The chase was spirited, but brief. The 
chicken dodged between its pursuers’ 
legs and ran hither and thither, but 
never found the track clear. Finally the 
conductor caught {ft by the neck. He 
brought it back to the car, where he 
wrapped it in the motorman’s raincoat 
and deposited it beside the controller 
on the front platform. |

YOUNG DENTIST PICKS 
A MAN UP FROM FLOOR 
AND GETS.$50,000 ESTATE 


Charles E. Rohman Wills All to 
Youth Who Aided Him When 


Stricken With Paralysis. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 17.—Elmer 
A. Hunter, a young dentist, will reccive 
practically the entire estate of Charles 
rE. Rohman, a retired money lender, ac- 
cording to Rohman’s last will, filed to- 
day in the Probate Court. Hunter two 
years ago picked Rohman up from the 
floor of the Hotel Victoria when he fell 
from a stroke of paralysis, and was his 
nurse and best friend to the time of his 
death. 

The estate is worth between $35,000 and 

$50,000. In the will Rohman cuts off his 
divorced wife entirely, and gives to his 
other relatives only $2. The document 
was placed in a vault in the National 
Bank of Commerce, where it still re- 
mains. 
Rohman was born in Lima, O., and 
came to Liberty, Mo., just after the 
Civil War, and conducted a jewelry 
store in Liberty until 15 years ago, when 
he came to Kansas City. He married 
Miss Alice Baxter of Liberty shortly 
after he started his store there. In 
1892 he had trouble with his wife and 
got a divorce. He came to Kansas City 
shortly afterward and went into the

A touch of wifely vanity comes out in 
this excerpt from another letter: 

“I do not think he has any use for 
her except, perhaps, her money, for he 
calls her the slob. He has always told 
me that if I ever saw her I would never 
give her another thought. That's all 
right, but the fact remains that she 
keeps telling him how she loves him and 
will have him yet, and calls me all kinds 
of devils in her letters.’ 


She Had Him Shadowed. 
How Mrs. Harris played detective and 


with what results are set forth in one 
of her letters, as follows: 
“I had Dr. Harris shadowed and went 


direct to the place where he was living 
away from me. I gave the woman my 
card and she admitted me. I walked 
direct to his dresser, opened the drawer, 
and there found three létters from his 
slob. 

“That alone was worth the money 
spent in shadowing him. My friends 
made me put all the letters downtown 
in a vault for fear he would get them.

“She saiu in one letter she would make 
plans to be wherever he was, and it 
made no difference whether he was 
married or not. Just think of it! And 
you tell me not to be discouraged when 
two such culprits are in existence and If 
am almost penniless, and have lost my 
diamonds and am away down from 
where I was when I met the demon. 

‘““My curse is upon that woman. But 
I feel sure, if she did not have a dol- 
lar to help him, se would not even 
think of her. She swears as soon as 
she is. free she will go to him.”’ 

A trace of the old love of Mrs. Har- 
ris for her husband is shown in this let- 
ter: 

“She wrote in one letter she had seen 
him through one divorce and would see 
him through another. Just think of the 
demon. I could choke her. I told him 
she was worse than the lowest thing 
on earth to be doing the things she was 
doing. It is no wonder he did not have 
any faith in a woman. He certainly 
has had an experience.”

“Hermann, Mo., Sept. 17.—Hold the 
Weavers. Arrest Lambs. Explanatory 
letter follows.”’ 

Lambs comes from Hermann. 

It Was annouuced also that a letter 
signed Bessic was found in Lambs’ 
trunk. 

“Bessie”. McKittrick asks Lambs to 
come to her at once. The letter was 
written Monday a week ago, from a 
town near Herrmann, Mo. On the en- 
velope Lambs had written, ‘‘I received 
$20 today.’’ 

Victoria Case left her home at Dixon, 
Mo., with Lambs and was last seen 
with him near the St. Charles end of 
the structure at 6:30 p. m. Saturday, 
three hours before the time when a 
woman was reported to have been 
hurled from the span into the river. 

Deputy Sheriff Campbell says he has 
positive information that Lambs and 
Victoria Case were at bert Weaver's 
houseboat, 100 yards above the Dridge 
on the St. Louis County’ § side of the 
river, late Saturday afternoon or Satur- 
day night. This is denied by the 
Weavers, who are prisoners. | 

When Campbell was seen by a Post- 

Dispatch reporter, he said: 
“I know that Lambs went to an ex- 
press office in St. Charles Saturday 
afternoon and checked a valise to a 
town in Missouri, the same town from 
which one of the letters in his trunk 
was sent by a woman recently. 

“He asked that the talise pe sent 
collect. After he left the effice the ex- 
press company employes decided that 
the grip was not valuable enough to 
pay the charges in case it should:be un- 
claimed and that they would not for- 
ward it. 

When Sheriff Hines of St. Charles 
County was notified by telephone of the 
information obtained by Campbell he 
started at 10 a. m. Tuesday for Clayton 
to have a conference with the St. Louis 
County authorities. , 

Over the long-distance telephone .Ed- 
ward Case, Victoria Case’s-uncle, said 
that he and Robert M. Case, the girl’s 
father, will drag the river, os strong is 
their fear that the girl has been slain. 

Saw—Phree Men and a Woman. 

In-suppert of the theory that a mur- 
der was committed a statement made by 
H. H. Wilmes of St. Charles is consid- 
ered Jmpprtant. * He says tnat a 6:30 p. 
m. Saturday, three hours before the oc- 
currence on the bridge, he saw three 
men and a young woman near the St. 
Charles electric light plant, four blocks 
from the structure. They were quarrel- 
ing, and seemingly they had ail been 
crinking. He saw one of the men turn 
and shake his finger at the woman and 
say to her: “You'll be in hell before 
morning.” 


Wilmes at the time thought it was an 
idle drunken threat, but now he is con- 
vinced that it had deep significance in 
view of what is said to have happened 
ou the bridge afterward. 

In Lambs’ effects Sheriff Hines found 
three memorandum books containing en- 
tries of money which Lambs had spent 
on women. A separate account was 
kepc for each town he visited. There 
are many entries like this: $250, 30 wom- 
en; $300, 40 women $150, 25 women.” 

It is not shown whether he got the 
money from the women or gave it to 
them. 

A long distance telephone message to 
the Post-Dispatch from Herrmann Mo., 
Tuesday, said that Lambs is the son of 
Fred Lambs, City Marshal of Herr- 
mann. 

He is 27 years old. Prior to leaving 
lherrmann, three months ago, it is said, 
he rarely worked and he was known 
as a “gun toter.’”’ Except that he was 
frequently charged with carrying con- 
cealed weapons, he was never in trouble 
with the authorities. 

Al Schoenburg, superintendent of the 
bridge, was in charge of the toll station 
at the St. Charles approach Saturday 
night. There is no toll station at the 
St. Louis County end, and from his po- 
sition Schoenburg could not see any- 
thing which occurred on the bridge 
span. 

He says that the only women who 
crossed the bridge from St. Charles af- 
ter dark Saturday were two negresses 
who were accompanied by a negro. He 
thinks it was about 9:30 when they went 
across. They were laughing and talking 
loud, he says, but he heard no screants. 


Wires Not Broken. 
He denies statements made by others 


that the electric wires strung along the 


bridge were broken or disarranged at 
the point where the body was sald to 
have been thrown over or that any 
wires were repaired there since Satur- 
day. 

Near the toll station are the railroad 
yards. Scheenberg says it is possible 
that other noises might have prevented 
him from hearing screams on the bridge. 

Ed Chrismer and Dorie, fishermeh, 
who were on their houseboat 20 yarda 
below the bridge, say that they heard 
screams on the bridge at 9:30 p. m. 
Saturday, but they @d not see anything 
tall into the water. The moon was shin- 
ing and they think they would have 
seen any object that might have been 
thrown into the river.

Neo Body Feund. 
A Post-Dispatch reporter in a motor 


boat searched the shores and islands of 
the Missouri River, between St. Charles 
and Pelican bar, 10 miles below, Tues- 
day, but found no trace of a body. 

The boat started from a point under 
the bridge, near what is called the chan- 
nel pier on the east side of the river. 
The channel is very strong at this 
point. 

The boat was. swept down with the 
current and followed the channel of the 
river. A short distance below the bridge 
the chanel criss-crosses and strikes the 
west short about two miles south of St. 
Charles. 

The carcassses of drowned animals 
were found lodged in the driftwood at 
this point, but there was nothing found 
in the way of clothing that threw any 
light on ile mystery. 

The boat seamed down the river to 
Chibborier Bluffs, where bodies of per- 
sous drowned at St. Charles, - were 
found in the past. From this pcint the 
zigzag channel was followed te Mul- 
lanphy island, and then to Pelican bar. 

The chanel of the river at Pelican bar 
s extretrnely narrow and it is a difficult 
matter for even a skiff to pass over the 
bar. 

Fishermen and boatmen 
who are familiar with 
river, say that no body 
persons has ever been 
low Pelican bar. 

On the return trip many stops were 
made. Inquiry was also made at the 
homes of fishermen and farmers along 
the river bank, but nobody could be 
found who had seen a floating body.

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Increase of $40,000 Will Pay 
~ Ynterest Advance on City 
Securities. 




















The payment by local banks of 3 per 
cent interest on the city’s current de- 
posits, amounting now to $4,800,000, will 
mean a gain of $40,000, compared with 
‘the sum realized from the same source 
last year on an average rate of 2,61 per 
cent. 

The sum is, by a coincidence, at least, 
the amount which Comptroller Player 
says will be lost by the city annually 
by raising the rate of interest on mu- 
nicipal bonds from 3.65 per cent, at 
which they have thus far been fruitless- 
ly offered, to 4 per cent, the figure 
claimed by bankers and brokers to be 
more in keeping with the. present value 
of money.

But, the 
book says, ‘‘Few persons who deserve 
aid will defer their. applications until 
after night. Twilight or night applicants 
are always to be suspected. ‘Saturday 
afternoon’ cases are often found to be 
fraudulent. It is at such times that 
‘professionals’ make their most urgent 
appeals and reap their greatest har- 
vest.””

Touching the attempts to bribe the com- 
mission, Judge Shelton said: 

“Gentlemen, during the summér a 
board was created known as the school 
textbook commission, consisting of W. 
E, Moss, County Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Schools; O. L. Cross and Miss Mabel 
Richards. They were duly qualified un- 
der the provision of the statute as 
officials and assembled here in the fore 
part of July to consider and pass upon 
the textbooks to be used in the common 
schools of Macon County for the next 
five years. 


An Army of Agents. 

“Previous to this the county had been 
campaigned pretty industriously by an 
army of solicitors for the various school 
book publishing houses. When the com- 
mission met there were some 23% or 30 
men here represenffyg these houses. 

‘During the progress of the delibera- 
tions of that committee it became bruit- 
ed about over town, 
degree gf verity, that attempts had 
been made toward bribery or purchas- 
ing the influence and favor of one or 
more members of the commission by 
the representatives of one of the pub- 
lishing houses who were here seeking 
to place the books of their house into 
the schools of this county. 

“As the information came to me, gen- 
tlemen, for insolence and mendacity it 
surpassed anything I have known either 
as a lawyer or while the judge of your 
court. The attempted bribery met with 
failure and then supreme insolence by 
the men who attempted the unlawful 
act. 

Has Become Common Talk. 

“I will say, candidly, that this infor- 
mation comes to me second hand, as 
you might say, and not from the mem- 
bers of the commiussicn, but it has been 
common talk and from sources which 
ought te be reliable. Everybody on the 
streets was discussing it at the time. 

“T call your attention particularly to 
this matter, gentlemen, because I do 
not feel that conduct of that kind can 
for one moment be tolerated 4n Macon 
County. 

‘In certain high quarters of Missouri 
bribery or boodling, as they call it now, 
is a sort of conventional crime. That is 
to say, it has become so common that 
if you apprehend a person in the com- 
mission of stich a crime his _ friends 
think he should not be punished because 
hundreds and thousands of others have 
been engaged in the same sort of a 
transaction and have escaped criminal 
prosecution. 

“But I do not believe the morale of 
Macon County has sunken so low that 
a body of 12 of its citizens forming a 
grand jury will for one moment think 
of passing by a charge of this kind 
without the most serious and painstak- 
ing investigation. 

“If this charge is true, gentlemen, it 
is an attempt to pollute the very source 
of education in your county.. It is an 
attempt at corruption which goes to the 
very fountain head, and it should be 
met as vigorously by the strong arm of 
the law as it was insolent and audacious 
in its action. 

Aska for Indictments, 

“It is your duty to take all these 
threads and carefully follow them to 
the starting point and find out whether 
or not attempts at bribery and cor- 
ruption have been made against those 
officials whose important duty it was to 
name the books for, adoption by the 
schools of this county. If you find the 
charges true you are to promptly in- 
dict the guilty parties to the end that 
they may be broyght before the bar of 
justice. 

“T feel certain, gentlemen, that you 
will do your whole duty in this matter, 
and that it cannot be said to the dis- 
credit of a jury of Macon County that 
it. too, along with certain dsitinguisned 
gentlemen more or less mixed up with 
corrupt conditions in St. Louis, regards 
bribery and boodling as only a conven- 
tional crime, and shovld be passed up 
when a fellow happens to get caught in 

I don’t believe, gentlemen, you will 
do that.”’ 

The grand jury is composed of ex- 
ceptionally good men. Most of the mem- 
bers are farmers. One of the members— 
John F. Givens of La Plata--was one 
of Jo Shelby's rough riders during the 
Civil War. He is over 6 feet tall and 
is the best horseman in the county.

Liebke was perfectly willing to pay a 
reasonable amount for automobile hire 
to have the House of Delegates visit the 
lumber yards, but the bill for $178 
caused his hair to stand on end. He de- 
clared that it was excessive and that he 
would not pay it. The automobile com- 
pany filed suit for the amount of the 
bill. 

Attorney Edward A. Noonan Jr., who 
took the case away from Justice Miles’ 
court on a change of venue Tuesday, 
told a Post-iDspatch reporter. that 
Liecbke informed the automobile com- 
pany that he would stand the expense 
of the automobiles for the trip from 
the City Hall to the lumber yard and 
return. 

Afier visiting the lumber yards the 
members of the House proceeded in the 
automobiles to Busch’s Grove in St. 
Louls County, where they had dinner. 
Liebke finds that he is also called upon 
to pay for the hire of the automobiles 
for the trip to the county. 

Auto Trips Are Popufar. 

Delegate Fred Warner of the Second 
Ward, who is chairman of the Pubic 
improvements Committee, arranged 
with the automobile company to furnish 
the machines, and also made plans for 
the committee and such other members 
of the House as cared to make the trip, 
to visit the lumber yards. 

An automobile junket is something 
that members of the House of Delegates 
seldom .miss—if the city or some indi- 
vidual seeking legislation pays the bills. 

Five automobiles were ordered for 
the trip. The rate for automobile 
hire is $5 an hour for each machine. 
The automobiles were ordered at the 
City Hall at 2 p. m., and stood there 
until 4 p. m. before all the members, 
who had expressed a desire to enjoy 
the ride, put in their appearance. 
Each machine had earned, at regular 
rates, about $12.50 before the start 
was made from the City Hall. It 
took a few minutes only to run up to 
the lumber yards, and the members 
did not consume more than 30 min 
utes making the inspection. 

Chairman Warner says that after 
the inspection was made one of Lieb- 
ke’s sons authorized the party to use 
the machines for the trip to the coun- 
ty. This is denied by the attorney for 
the lumber company. 

Warner Thinks Bill Reasonable. 

The Public Improvements Commit- 
tee is composed of Delegates Warner, 
Gallagher, “Boots” Brennan, Hussey, 
Weeke, Gevers and Bourg. All the 
members of the committee with the 
exception of Brennan were in_ the 
party that visited the lumber yards. 
Warner says that he doesn't remem- 
ber what other members of the House 
went on the tour of inspection, but 
that all were invited, and most of 
them accepted. : 

“Liebke told me that he would pay | 
for the automobiles for the party, 
said Warner.

Sentiment against the liquer traffic in 
Missouri is on the increase, and within 
three years the State will be dry as 
fahara, according to the observation 
and belief of Senator Josiah Peck of 
Atchison County, who was in St. Louis 
Tuesday. 

. Senator Fecx was one of the Repub- 


ican’ leaders in the recent session of 


the Legislature. He introduced a reso- 


lution providing for a subruission of the 
prohibition question to the voters, but 
the Democratic majority in the Senate 
squelched it. 

Four of the five counties in Peck’s 
district ferbid the sale of intoxicants. 

“Prohibition is going to win because 
it is right,”’ said Peck to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter at the Southern Hotel. 
“The saloon or brewery represents no 
| vested right. We can take away the 
right to sell intoxicants just as we pro- 
hibited gambling on horse races by a 
special «cnactment two years ago. 

“Tl wanted the people to express them- 
selves on this liquor cuestion at the 
coming general eiection. My Democrat- 
ic friends shirked the issue. They had 
mys resolutior postponed from time fo 
imme. Finally they tacked on an 
amendment with the idea of kflling ft 
altogether.

Sunday morning’s railroad collision in New 
Hampshire demonstrated once more, with scien- 
tific exactitude; the homicidal policy of most 
American railroads. 

The impact, as usual, found the point of least 
resistance in cheap, frail day coaches, whee 
most of the human freight was packed—and this 
is true of hundreds of wrecks. 

Sunday morning the people in the Pullmans 
were merely awakened, hardly bruised, by fhe 
crash that telescoped the day coach as if it had 
been pasteboard, mangling all of its occupants, 
half of whom died. 

The economy that disregards safety is crime. 
Wholesale crime it has been on the part of the 
railroads in providing flimsy traps for the great- 
er part of the traveling public, many of whom 
have been crushed to death during the past 20 
years, who would have been saved in. stronger 
cars. Yet no great or moving protest has even 
attempted to cure this method of murder. 

Most people ride in the day coaches; few by 
comparison travel by Pullmans. Yet the vast ma- 
jority are given the cheap, weak facilities. Cars 
ar strong and heavy as Pullmans, cars which will 
protect life in the inevitable collision, are the 
right of the public. The absence of them is ex- 
plained only by the cost, a fact which emphasizes 
the criminal negligence of the roads. 

Compulsory legislation will be the cure, but this 
will not ccme until the people who do the voting 
as well as the riding awake to their danger and 
assert their power.

Only three days remain in which to complete 
the $100,000 fund required for an armory if St.

The remaining $9000 should be subscribed in 
short order.

FRANCE IN SPEED WAR 


La Provence and the Lusitania 
Will Race Across the 
Ocean. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—Unheraiued 
and with not even a wireless dispatch 
to show her position-on the ocean, the 
Hamburg-American flyer Deutschland is 
on her way to this port, trying for a 
new record westward across the Atlan- 
tic. While is is not admitted by the 
Hamburg-American officials that the 
Deutschland is out for the record, those 
who know say that the big German 
boat will ve pushed harder this trip 
than at any time since she was 
launched. 

The Deutschland passed the Mole, 
outside of Cherbourg, at 7:10 p. m., last 
Friday, the day the Lusitania reached 
this port. The ship has been at sea 
more than three days, but no wireless 
reports have been receive. from her. 

Officials of the line will not admit 
that they gave Capt. Kempff orders to 
beat the Lusitania’s time, but admit 
that he was instructed to get all he 
could out of the Deutschland. The best 
performance of the Deutschland west- 
bound was five days, eleven hours and 
five minutes. 

What Deutchland Must Do. 

In order to equal the time made by 
the Lusitania the Deutschland must be 
abeam of Sandy Hook lightship at 2:57 
a. m. Thursday. To come within her 
own best work she must make the 
lightship by 2.04 a. m., the same morn- 
ing. 

On her next trip to this country the 
Lusitania wiil have an absolute con- 
tender, and no secret is made of the 
fact. The officials of the French line 
have given instructions to the officers 
on La Provence to push her to the limit. 
That a race will be on is shown by the 
fact that the sailing date of La Prov- 
ence from Havre has been changed from 
Sept. 28 to Oct. 5. 

The Lusitania will leave Liverpool the 
same day, and the Englishman and the 
Frenchman will have it out almost with- 
in sight of one another all the way 
ACTOSS. . 

8000 Passes Iasued. 

So great has been the demand for ad- 
mission to the Lusitania that the Cunard 
company had to stop Issuing passes ves- 
terday at noon. At that time over 8000 
had been issued for the open days— 
Wednesday and Thursday. Hundfeds of 
persons were turned away. 

Vernon H. Brown said that care had 
to be taken lest there be a panic on the 
pier. The ship will .bée thrown open to 
visitors on several successive trips, and 
all who wish to visit her will have the 
chance, but all cannot be accomodated 
now. 

Detectives will swarm about the ship, 
on tne watch for souvenir hunters, and 
any act of vandalism will be punished. 
At inspections of other new vessels sight 
seers have cut bits from fine ‘tapestries, 
removed silken tassels from draperies 
and in other ways destroyed decora- 
tions. Today about 300 railroad, steam- 
boat and news} aper men wWi'l iaspect the 
Lusitania as guests of the company.

WHEAT VERY DULL. 
FRACTION HIGHER 


Absence of Session at Chicago Puts 
Damper on Local 
Trading, 





In the absence of any session on the 
Chicago Board of Trade, that exchange 
being closed for the installation of of- 
ficers, the local wheat market was a 
very dull affair Tuesday. Prices were 
well supported, however, the close being 
%c to %c_higher for the day. Liverpool 
cables eldbed %d to 4d lower,Antwerp 
wheat sEC higher, Budapest wheat 4c 
higher, and Beriin wheat %c_ higher. 
Bradstreet reports a decrease of 2,632,000 
bu in wheat east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains and in Canada, a decrease of 
1,000,000 bu in wheat in Europe and 
afloat, and a total decrease of 3,632,000 
bu in the world’s yisible supply of 
wheat. 

The lower Liverpool cables caused 
some momentary weakness at the start, 
but offerings were light, and.the con- 
tinued unfavorable reports from the 
Northwest, the Nght receipts and liberal 
shipments locaily, and indications of a 
good business in exports for today, 
caused some scattered short covering 
under which prices advanced about a 
half cent. It. is raining over a greater 
part of Western Canada, and reports 
from that region, as well as from Min- 
nesota and the Dakotas, for which 
states more rain is officially predicted, 
were uniformly bad. There were good 
export bids from abroad, and the fact 
that spot wheat in Liverpool is a half 
penny to one and a half penny higher, 
despite the decline in futures there, indi- 
cates a large cash business there. The 
lack of any communication from Chi- 
cago, however, put a damper on trad- 
ing, which was extremely light on the 
local market. Prices were almost sta- 
tionary after the early advance, the pit 
practically deserted, and the close %@ 
%&c higher for the day. There was little 
news of importance during the day, and 
the range was narrow. 

September wheat sold%c higher at 
79%c early in the day, the day’s only 
transaction in that option, the closing 
being nominally at that price. Decem- 
ber wheat opened 4%@%c lower at %% 
@?c, advanced to 96%, sold at %c, and 
after being practically stagnant during 
the rest of the session closed at 96%c bid. 
May wheat started with bids 4c lower 
at 1.02%, but advanved to 1.03 for the 
first sale, advanced to 1.03.4%4@?, sagged 
to 1.08% and alternate bids and offers at 
1.08%@%, closed at 1.0834%@% bid. 

Cash wheat was in quite strong de- 
mand and advances of about a cent were 
made. Local receipts of wheat were 
36,736 bu, eagainst 91,872 bu last year 
and shipments were 108,615 bu. Chicago 
receipts, as well as the primary move- 
ment, clearances and the American visi- 
ble supply statement, were unobtain- 
able. 

Corn was quiet. The wekitijer iti thist 
parts of the corn belt is favorable and 
the condition of the plant niuch im- 
proved, the only bugaboo now being 
fears of early frost. n inferior quality 
of corn is still being’ Senclnad at some 
stations, however,-and opinions on the 
conditions are mixed. The %d lower 
cables and the continued heavy receipts 
also helped to cause some slight easi- 
ness at the start, bur the long interest 
in corn has been pretty well cleaned 
out and seme scattered short covering 
held values at about steady levels. Trad- 
ing was fairly active and the mlose un- 
changed to 1 1-6c lower for the day. 
December corn opened %c lower at 51%c, 
sold at 52c, declined to 51%c, advanced to 
52c. closing with bids at the latter 
price. May corn ‘opened 4%@\%c lower 
at 545%c, sold at 544%c, was bid for at 
54%c, sold at 54%c and closed at 54\%c 
bid. September corn opened unchanged 
at 58c, the only sale of that option 
during the session. Cash corn was quiet 
and rm. Local receipts of corn were 
118.800 bu, against 51,700 bu last year, 
and shipments were 95,570 bu. 

There was practically no future mar- 
ket on oats, the business transacted 
consisting of one sale of September 
option at 47c, %c above Monday’s close. 
December oats was bid for at %c below 
Monday’s close at 4#7%c, and May op- 
tion was offered at yesterday's close 
49%c. There was no news in oats and 
the interest in the market amounted to 
practically nothing. The cash demand 


for oats was good, and prices firm. Lo- 
cal receipts of oats were 92,800 bu,

ments were 122,705 bu.
